On  March  10,  1964,  a  group  of 
Orthodox  Jewish  leaders  were 
invited  to  a  White  House  reception. 
Rabbi  Immanuel  Jakobovits  was 
asked  to  address  President  Lyndon 
B.  Johnson  on  behalf  of  the 
delegation. 

The  rabbi  mentioned  that  at 
synagogue  services  every  Sabbath 
“prayers  are  recited  for  your 
welfare....  By  an  ancient  Jewish  law 
we  are  required  in  the  presence  of  a 
head  of  state  to  recite  a  special 
benediction-a  blessing  many  of  us 
say  only  once  in  a  lifetime.” 

Rabbi  Jakobovits  then  uttered 
these  moving  few  words:  “...Mr. 
President,  there  is  no  man,  nor  has 
there  ever  been  any  man  in  history, 
who  has  ruled  over  more  Jews  than 
you  do.  Not  even  the  President  of 
Israel  can  speak  on  behalf  of  6 
million  Jews,  nor  could  Moses  or 
David,  King  of  Israel.” 

These  ringing  words  were  going 
through  my  mind  as  Susan  and  I 
entered  the  White  House  together 
with  approximately  100  specially 
chosen  guests  for  a  (kosher!)  dinner 
with  the  President  and  Mrs.  Bush. 

The  First  Lady  had  that  afternoon 
opened  a  new  exhibition  of  letters 
and  memoirs  of  Ann  Frank  recently 
brought  from  Holland  to  the  U.S. 
Holocaust  Museum  in  Washington 
D.C.  Laura  Bush  spoke  about  her 
visit  to  Auschwitz  and  how  that  and 
the  courage  of  this  young  woman

ROSH  HASHANAH 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn 
and  a  festive  occasion.  Its  joy  is 
spiritually  disciplined  by  the  sacred 
traditions  of  home  and  synagogue. 
Although  the  observance  of  the 
High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in  the 
synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home  where 
family  members  prepare  to  meet  the 
New  Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a 
mood  conducive  to  prayer  and  soul- 
searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color 
that  symbolizes  purity  and  joy. 

Thus,  the  table  is  set  with  a  white 
tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and 
wine.  Round  challot  symbolizing  a 
full  round  year,  and  apples  and  a 
dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year,  com¬ 
plete  the  symbolic  representations 
on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for 
the  lighting  of  the  candles  and 
Kiddush,  which  precede  the  festive 
meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh 
Hashanah.  The  following  blessings 
are  recited  over  the  candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
Melekh  Haolam,  asher  kideshanu 
bemitzvotau  vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner 
shel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  whose 
mitzvot  add  holiness  to  our  lives, 
and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to 
kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
Melekh  Haolam,  sheheheyanu 
vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  who  has 
kept  us  in  life,  preserved  us,  and 
enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 


After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  Kiddush, 
the  Motzi  is  recited  over  the  round 
hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
Melekh  Haolam,  hamotzi  lehem 
min  ha-are tz. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  who  brings 
forth  bread  from  the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family 
dip  the  apple  in  honey  and  recite 
the  following  blessing  and  prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai 
Eloheinu  vElohei  avoteinu,  shete- 
hadesh  aleiynu  shanah  tovah  ume- 
tukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our 
God,  to  renew  unto  us  a  happy 
and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh 
Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also 
eaten,  preceded  by  daytime 
Kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh 
I'yom  hagenu,  kihok  I’Yisraelhu, 
mishpat  VElohey  Yaaqkou. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
Melekh  Haolam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is 
L’Shanah  Tovah  Tikatavu  -  May 
you  be  inscribed  for  a  good  year. 

YOM  KIPPUR 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious 
occasion  that  is  observed  entirely  in 
the  synagogue.  But  the  meal  that 
precedes  the  fast  of  Erev  Yom 
Kippur,  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual 
experience  for  the  entire  family.  The 
meal  is  eaten  early,  so  that  the  fami¬ 
ly  can  be  in  the  synagogue  before 
sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  HaMazon  - 
the  grace  after  meals  -  the  holiday 
candles  are  lit  and  the  following 


blessings  are  recited. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
Melekh  Haolam,  asher  kideshanu 
bemitzvotau  vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner 
shel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  who  has 
sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  com¬ 
manded  us  to  kindle  the  Yom 
Kippur  lights. 


Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
Melekh  Haolam,  sheheheyanu 
vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  who  kept  us 
in  life,  preserved  us,  and  enabled 
us  to  reach  this  season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated 
to  fast  until  they  are  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition  that 
they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part  to 
the  extent  that  they  are  able  to. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  phys¬ 
ical  pleasures  is  part  of  the  tradition 
of  this  “Sabbath  of  Sabbaths.” 
However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life 
and  health  is  a  prime  religious  duty. 
If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it  is  the 
obligation  of  the  individual  to 
consult  a  physician  on  the  wisdom 
of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial 
Light  for  the  deceased  in  each 
family.  Memorial  Lights  must  be  lit 
before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving 
for  the  Kol  Nidre  service  parents 
bless  their  children  by  placing  their 
hands  on  the  head  of  each  one. 

Such  blessings  are  introduced  by 

(Continued) 
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the  following  prayer,  to  which  par¬ 
ents  can  add  words  of  their  own, 
appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of 
each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a 
true,  faithful  and  honorable  son  of 
Israel,  as  were  Ephraim  and 
Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you 
a  faithful  and  honorable  daughter 
of  Israel,  as  were  our  mothers 
Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel  and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

Just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  ask  each  other  for 
forgiveness  for  the  wrongs  or  the 
hurts  they  have  done  knowingly  or 
unknowingly  during  the  year.

SHABBAT  SHUVAH 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between 

Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  is 
called  Shabbat  Shuvah  from  the 
Haftarah  portion  of  that  Sabbath 
that  begins  with  the  word  Shuvah, 
meaning  “return”  (repent).

Earlier  this  week,  when  I  met  with 
Michelle  and  Arielle,  I  asked  them 
what  excited  them  and  scared  them 
about  the  adventure  they  were  set 
to  embark  on.  The  answer  to  both 
questions  was  the  same  -  the 
unknown.  Yes,  they  would  meet 
new  people;  yes,  they  would  try 
new  things,  but  what  about  the 
things  in  their  lives  that  make 
them  comfortable?  What  about 
the  things  that  have  become  a 
tradition? 

Tradition.  While  I  won’t  pain  you 
with  a  rendition  of  the  Fiddler  on 
the  Roof  song,  tradition  is  a  word 
that  is  integral  to  the  way  we  all  live 
our  lives  and  inherently  laced  with 
Jewish  meaning  and  connection. 

Every  Wednesday  you  can  find 
our  High  School  students  coming 
together  to  eat  pizza  and  hang  out 
before  classes  start  -  a  tradition. 
Every  fall,  High  School  students 
come  out  of  the  woodwork  to  have 
Shabbat  dinner  with  Rabbi  and  Mrs.

While  I  recognize  that  I  stand  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  educators  that 
came  before  me,  I  am  particularly 
impressed  and  inspired  by  the  tra¬ 
dition  of  Jewish  Education  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  The  Rabbi 
Judah  Nadich  High  School  offers 
some  of  the  best,  most  comprehen¬ 
sive  programming  in  the  country, 
and  our  students  are  eager  and 
intelligent  learners.
